‘lanta was termed “indefensible” was 
yesterday made to the striking street 
railway men of Atlanta, on the part of 
the national war labor board at Wash- 
ington, that they return to their posts 
pending a settlement of their differ- 
ences with the company, absolutely no 
action looking toward an early end of 
the strike was taken by the men when 
they met last night at the Red Men's 
Wigwam on Central avenue. 

»On the other hand, it was stated by 
leaders in the strike movement that no 
matter who attempted to intervene the 
men would not recede from their posi- 
tion, and further, that the national 
war labor board was not recognized as 
a controlling authority by any branch 
of organized labor. 

Hardy O. Teat, leader of the strikers 
and chairman of the executive commit- 
tee of Local No. 732, refused to make 
any statement in regard to the wire 
from the war labor board received 
Tuesday by Governor Hugh M. Dorsey 
with the request that he transmit it to 
the strikers and use his good offices 
to effect a reconciliation. 

Mr. Teat took the grounds that the 
strikers themselves had not appealed 
to the war labor board, and therefore 
they would pay no attention to any ap- 
peals from this official body which 
comes in response to requests from 
other than themselves.

| Telegram From War Board 
And the Statements Made

The full text, of the telegram sent by the national war labor board to 
Governor Hugh M. Dorsey in reference to the strike of the street car men of 
Atlanta is given below. 

Immediately upon receipt of this telegram, Governor Dorsey sent copies 
to President Preston S. Arkwright, of the company, and to Hardy O. Teat, 
chairman of the committee representing the strikets. 

Mr. Arkwright replied to the governor by stating that the company 
would live fully up to the program, principles and policies of the war labor 
board. His reply is published herewith.

“Representatives of organized labor have entered into a solemn 
agreement with the government that there shall be no strikes during the

MORE PRISONERS TAKEN 
BY AMERICAN FORCES

The Germans Fought With 
Great Stubbornness, But 
Were Unable to Withstand 
the Rushes of the Allied 
Troops. 


With the American Army on the 
Marne, July 16.—(By the Associated 
Press.) — French and American forces 
fighting together have recaptured the 
village of Stagnan, Hill 223, to the 
{northwest and La Chapelle-Mont Bo- 
don. 


| In co-operation with the French the. 


Americans launched a heavy counter 
attack this morning between these two 
| villages, driving the enemy steadily 
back. 

On the American right the French 
made rapid progress, and all through 
the sections the Germans were fiercely 
attacked by the allies, with the result 
that they have withdrawn for a con- 
siderable distance. 

Comparatively large forces of Amer- 
icans have been engaged, especially in 
the region of Descrivec, where they 
were brought up to support the at- 
tacking French. Within a short period 
the Americans were hotly engaged in 


Germans Beaten Off. 

West of Chateau Thierry, between 
Vaux and Hill 204, the enemy launched 
a small local attack against the Ameri- 
can forces today, but was speedily 
| beaten off with losses. 

This operation subsided quickly, and 
the enemy contented himself for the 
remainder of the day with the laying 
down of the heaviest bombardments 
over the positions, which availed him 
nothing. 

In counter attacking operations dur- 
ing the day the Americans increased 
their number of prisoners materially, 
and at this hour it is possible to an- 
nounce that ‘the entire operation is go- 
ing well and that all conditions are ex- 
tremely satisfactory. . 

Throughout the Germans fought 
with the utmost stubbornness, being 
los th to give up ground, but they are 
declared to have been unable to with- 
stand the storming of the allied troops, 
whose advance was preceded by“a ter- 
| rific fire. Only to the south of the 
Bois des Rochet did the enemy suc- 
ceed in holding his ground tempo- 
rarily. 

From prisoners taken by the Ameri- 
cans, it is established that the enemy 
has passed up a large portion of his 
reserves since yesterday morning. Yet 
he has been held virtually everywhere 
in this sector. 

The morale of the last prisoners 
| taken is excessively low, in fact lower 

than any captured in recent months. 
Bitter Fighting Continses. 

The fighting, following the American 
counter attacks which drove the Ger- 
mans back a long distance yesterday, 
has continued fiercely. Some of the 
ground has been fought over several 
times. 
| In the region of Prunay the heavy 
attacks of the enemy were repulsed 
outright The German losses at that 
point are estimated as 65 per cent of 
the effectives engaged. 

Additional German W taken 
today say they are convinced that their 
commanders have been beaten.

the new German offensive in France 


is still to be reached, in the opinion 
of high officials here. While the first 
rush of the enemy apparently met with 
a decided check yesterday all along 
the line and fell far short of the prob- 
able objectives marked out for the 
first day, both official and unofficial 
reports from the front tonight showed 


with varying results. 

Advices from Generals Pershing and 
Bliss covering yesterday’s operations 
prompted a statement from the war 
department today that the situation 
was regarded as satisfactory by the 
American commanders at the end of 
the first day of the first great battle 
of the war in which American troops 
have been engaged. 

On the comparatively limited part of 
the battle front held by the Ameri- 
cans between Chateau Thierry and 
the . Jaulgonne rekion, tonight’s ad- 
vices indicated the enemy had been 
ousted from a majority of the points 
where his.initial drive had made head- 
way across the river. The situation 
appears most encouraging here. 

Further east, however, where the 
Germans appear to have occupied a 
considerable amount of territory south 
of the Marne, the enemy was still in 
force and the French with American 
aid were gradually beating him back 
toward the river. American reinforce- 
ments were also reported as arriving 
and getting into the fighting line even 
further east, toward Rheims. 

Over 250000 Americans Involved. 

Probably in excess of 250,000 Amer- 
ican troops are involved in one place 
or another, as that would be the ap- 
proximate strength of Major General 
Hunter Liggett’s first army corps, sev- 
eral divisions of which are known to 
be operating with the French corps 
along the Marne sector. Nothing had 
reached the war department late to- 
night, however, to identify the troops 


yesterday at Vaux and in the Jaul- 
gonne region which helped materially 
in stemming the German tide. 
Secretary Baker said today he had 
no reason to believe the first corps 
was operating as a unit, the indica- 
tions being rather that its divisions 
were being employed in French corps.

ers. The French, on their part, are 
reported to have taken thousands of 
captives and it is known the Ameri- 
cans have made prisoners of between 
1,000 and 1,500 Germans. In addition, 
the Americans, French and Itelians 
have inflicted terrible losses on the 
enemy by the accuracy of their can- 
non, machine gun and rifle fire. 

Although the allied troops seemingly 
have the situation well in hand, it is 
“pot. improbable that the Germans soon 
will throw large numbers of reserves 
into the fray. They are known to have 
thousands of these men behind the 
battle line, especially northeast of 
Rheims. 

On the other battle fronts only minor 
operations are in progress, but on va- 
rious sectors held by the British in 
northern France and Flanders the 
Germans are carrying out spirited bom- 
bardments, which may be the forerun- 
ners of early infantry attacks. 


GERMAN OFFENSIVE 
TAKING ON SCALE 
EQUAL TO MARCH 21 


Paris, July 16.—The German offen- 
sive has taken on a great scale, equal 
to that launched on the Zist of March, 
says @ dispatch filed from the Marne 
battle front today at noon by the cor- 
respondent of The Temps. Fighting 
continued this morning, the dispatch 
says, in a violent storm of thunder and 
lightning. The weather was clearing 
at poon. An impression of confidence 
throughout the armies is indicated by 
the latest °‘ dispatches from various 
parts of the battle front. 

lite German armies are engaged 
along the sixty miles of fighting front, 
the correspondent adds, they including 
three divisions of the imperial corps 
guards with picked regiments from Ba- 
varia, Wurtemburg, Saxony and Sile- 
San Prussia 

The battle has been baptized “Frien- 
dengstum,” or “storm of peace,” the 
correspondent reports. 

The Germans apparentl yhave from 
60 to 70 divisions in position for the 
present offensive, of which some 40 
have already been engaged. (This 
would mean a potential force of ap- 
proximately 950,000, with 640,000 en- 
gaged.) 

Military circles qualified to judge 
express no uneasiness today over the 
slight advance made by the Germans 
south of the Marne. 


GERMANS GAIN 
EAST OF RHEIMS. 

London, July 16.—A statement issued 
this evening by the Central News says: 

“The only progress the Germans 
have been able to make since yester- 
day has been to the east of Rheims, 
in the Pruney sector, where in spite 
of terrible losses, the enemy has com- 
pelled the French to retire to the 
southward behind the River Veale.” 

The French this afternoon were en- 
trenched at Prunay behind the River 
Vesle, two miles back of the original 
line, The Evening Standard states. 
This, it adds, is the deepest penetra- 
tion the enemy has effected in the re- 
gion east of Rheims.

Several German prisoners, when‘ in- 
terrogated, declared they had n told 
that this offensive would enforce the 
German conditions of peace on the al- 
lies, The battle has been christened 
by them “The Peace Offensive.” 

The captives added that the num- 
ber of men thrown into the line on 
this occasion was fully equal to the 
forces utilized in any attack heréto- 
fore made. 


GERMANS CLAIM 
70 HAVE TAKEN 
13,000 PRISONERS 


Berlin, July 16.—(Via London.)—The 
Germans claim the capture of 13,000 
prisoners, in the official communica- 
tion from headquarters issued today. 
The army of General von Boehm, it is 
added, crossed the Marne between 
Jaulgonne and east of Dormans. 

The statement says: 

“In some sectors fighting activity 
has revived. Bast of the Ayette an en- 
emy night advance was repulsed, as 
was also a strong enemy attack east 
of Hebuterne. Between the Aisne and 
the Marne and east of Chateau Thierry 
there were lively artillery duels. 

In minor enterprises and during an 
advance across the Marne to the south- 
west of Jaulgonne we broke into the 
enemy's lines and brought back some 
prisoners. . 

“Yesterday to the southwest and 
east of Rheims we penetrated into, part 
of the French positions. 

“By their devastating effect, the ar- 
tillery. mine throwers and gas throw- 
ers, together With our tanks and infan- 
try flame throwers, opened the way 
into the enemy’s positions. The army 
of General von Boehm has crossed the 
Marne between Jaulgonne and east of 
Dormans. 

“At daybreak pioneers transported 
storming troops across the river and 
thereby created the foundation for the 
success of the. day. The _ infantry 
stormed the steep slopes on the south- 
ern bank of the Marne and under their 
cover the construction of bridges was 
carried out. 


“On the Marne front the enemy has 


delivered violent counter attacks,” 
says the German official ,communica-

BRITISH REPORT 
GERMAN ATTACK.

It is well at the outset to avoid too 
great optimism over what must be a 
long and severe struggle, unless we 
are seeing a feint which will preface 
the real blow elsewhere. The first 


~ jsigns and reports are encouraging, but 


so were the first signs and reports in 

the battle of Picardy, when, on March 
21, General Gough's army held its line 
with great success, only to collapse on 
the second day. There is no sign of 
such collapse today, but the lesson of 
that experience should be borne in 
mind at the present hour. 


The German Purposes. 

Turning now to the question of Ger- 
man purpose, it seems clear that the 
German object in the present offensive 
was by attacking east and west of 
Rheims to reduce the narrow but dan- 
gerous salient. which their attack of 
May 20 left upon their flanks. [If 
Ludendorff plans to deliver his final 
blow at Paris an advance from bis 
present lines westward would be 
fraught with danger precisely as long 
as the French occupy, not the city of 
Rheims, but the high ground of the 
mountain ef Rheims behind the ruined 
city. 

A frontal attack upon this salient 
would be difficult and costly. The 
German has therefore had recourse to 
the familiar expedient of attacking 
on both sides of the salient at the 
points where it leaves the main front. 
The brunt of his attack seems to have 
fallen upon the French and Italian 
troops between the Marne and Rheims, 
and upon the French troops between 
Rheims and the Moronviller heights 
eastward, His greatest gain seems to 
have been made to the westward where 
he has eaten in materially at the base 
of the Rheims salient about Chatillon, 
narrowing it noticeably, away around 
at the other side, at Prunay, he has 
harvested slight gains. 

The value o fthe Rheims salient to 
our allies Mes in the fact that so long 
as it is in their hands a counter of- 
fensive on the flank of the Germans 
| operating toward Paris is always pos- 
stble, and such a counter offensive, if 
successful, would not only destroy the 
German thrust at Paris, but gravely 
endanger the troops making it, because 
a short advance from the salient would 
cut the main lines of communication 
which the Germans must use in any 
advance upon Paris from the west- 
ward, 

Americans Share in Fighting. 

Our own share in the fighting has 
been considerable. The Germans seem 
to have undertaken to establish bridge- 
heads south. of the Marne at the pre- 
cise points where Bulow crossed in his 
advance to the battlefield of Septem- 
ber, 1914, and it is conceivable that 
Ludendorff is trying to carry his front 
southward to the line of the Morin 
rivers, along which there was sharp 
fighting in the battle of the Marne. 
This would give him one more impor- 
tant highway and railway leading to- 
ward Paris—the highway and railway 
| which follow the south bank of the 
Marne from Epernay to Chateau 
Thierry. In this region the Marne 
flows sluggishly in a wide valley. Sev- 
eral miles from the stream the hills 
rise sharply, and the Germans seem to 
have nowhere reached the high ground 
on the south bank, although at points 
they have ocqupied the southern bank. 

If the German means to make his su- 
preme thrust at Paris, it is natural 
and logical that he should first try to 
iron out the salients threatening his 
rear, in order that his flank might rest 


/ 


\geourely upon the Marne and that he 
might be able to use the great high 
ways running east and west from the 
, frontier to the capital. Presumably he 
is seeking to each Chalons and Eper- 
nay. Were he successful in thia, not 
only could he then turn his attention 
safely toward a drive upon Paris upon 
a much widened front, but also the 
French in Verdun would-be cooped up 
in a very narrow salient and their po- 
sition would be 4iffteult and danger- 
ous, fully recalling their situation at 
the crisis of the battle of the Marne 
four years ago. 
Preliminary te Greater Attack, 

Tt is well to bear in mind that the 
history of each German offensive of 
this year has disclosed a period of ex- 
perimentation.

Territorial Aims. 


“Territorial aims are, in fact, the 
only things now separating the differ- 
ent belligerent groups. 

“For the great interests of humanity 
and for the justice, freedom, honor and 


peace of the world, as set forth in the | 


laws of modern political conception, 
regarding which we need not accept 
any advice, we also are ready to fight. 

“There is hardly any difference be- 
tween the general principles enunciat- 
ed by the statesmen of both belliger- 
ents. President Wilson’s four new 
points of July Fourth, shall not, apart 
from certain exaggerations, arouse our 
opposition, 

“On the contrary, we are able to ap- 
prove them heartily to a great extent. 
Nobody would refuse homage to this 
genius and nobody would refuse his 
co-operation. This, however, is not 
the main point, but it is what can also 
be understood in the interests of man- 
kind. Both groups should certainly 
honestly attempt to clear this up and 
settle it by mutual agreement, but not 
in the same manner as, for instance, 
our peace treaties in the east were 
judged. 

“The fact is that all our opponents 
were re-invited to join in those peace 
negotiations, and they could have con- 
tributed their share in bringing them | 
to a different issue. But now, when it 
is too late, their criticism stands on 
weak grounds, for there is no legal 
right which would have entitled them 
to condemn the peace conditions which 
were acceptable to the contracting 
parties or which could not be avoided.” 

“From the confident utterances of 
our opponents it appears they have no 
fegr of being defeated. If they, never- 
theless, represent the peace treaties asa 
warning of our treatment of a-defeated 
enemy, we do not consider the reproach 
justified. 

“None of the belligerent states need 
ever come into the position of Russia 
and Rumania, as we are ever ready to 
enter into peace negotiations with al] 
our opponents. 

Atonement for Wrong Done. 

“If our enemies continuously de- 

mand atonément for wrong done and 


to recall that it is not all happiness 
and harmony with our enemies in their 
domestic affairs, and that they have 
their own problems in Ireland, India, 
etc., we did so only by way of exhorta- 
tion to reciprocity giving the advice: 
‘Sweep before your own door.’ 

“Our enemy’s inflammatory activity 
is not content with trying to stir up 
our races against one another, but it 
does not even scruple, by means of cir- 
culating monstrous and base calumnies, 
to sow distrust between the races of 
the monarchy and the hereditary 
dynasty.” ‘

THEGREATER THIRD INTEREST 


Those directly involved on either side in 
the deplorable street car strike which went 
into effect at 8 o’clock yesterday morning, 
should not lose sight of the fact that there 
is a third interest concerned, which has 
really more at stake than either the strikers 
or the Georgia Railway and Power com- 


pany. | 
That third interest is that of the public! 
The condition that existed in Atlanta 


yesterday was nothing short of an outrage. 

To think that in a city like Atlanta, with 
a population of 200,000, siutated between a 
great army cantonment on one side and 
Fort McPherson, with its garrison and its 
military hospital, and a great army machin- 


ery depot at Camp Jesup, on the other, to 


say nothing of all of the city and its suburbs 
whose Atlanta-employed populations were 
compelled either to walk varying distances 
of from three to six miles into the city or 
else employ jitney cars at from 25 to 75 
cents for the one-way trip—to think that 
such a condition as that could maintain in 
a city like Atlanta for a whole day is to 
visualize a condition that is almost beyond 
belief! 

it is a condition that must be short-lived. 
it must not be permitted to continue! 

It involves too much hardship, too much 
disappointment, too much needless expense 
upon the part of the working men and 
women who customarily use and depend 
upon the trolley cars for it to be tolerated. 


And before such a condition should be 
permitted to arise it is almost unbelievable 
that either the street car company or the 
employees, or both, will not yield ground 
to an extent sufficient to make it possible 
for at least a semblance of street car service 
to continue pending final adjustment of the 
issues under controversy. 

The trolley company and its striking em- 
ployees both owe it to the public and to the 
government, either side or both, to give way 
sufficiently to insure that the wheels of in- 
dustry may be kept spinning and the cur- 
rent of business kept moving, instead of en- 
forcing a general stagnation while they are 
threshing out their own difficulties or wait- 
ing for them to be adjusted by the govern- 
ment! 

Start the carse—no matter if it does en- 
tail a yielding of principle“ —start them, 
by all means; and keep them moving—re- 
gardless of personal “grievances” and cor- 
poration or union organization rights“ 
for the tie-up benefits nobody. 

On the other hand, it injures everybody

BEAN MILLERS ORGANIZE. 
The increasing importance of the velvet 


‘bean industry is indicated by the movement 


now in progress for the formation of a State 
Bean Millers’ association, the preliminary

For it some substitute must be found, 
and there is none better than the ground 
product of the velvet bean grown as a by- 
product in our southern corn fields: yet, 
through the difficulty of harmonizing supply 
and the demand, our vital supply of Teed- 
stuffs is restricted, the growers and grinders 
of velvet beans are discouraged, and their 
activities are retarded. 


One trouble that the millers have had to 
face has been the lack of standardization of 
the product, so that purchasers have been 
uncertain as to the quality of the feed that 
they might be getting. Another is that the 
freight rates for this new product have not 
been adjusted and it has been found that 
they are unduly discriminatory against 
Georgia points, although in Alabama, through 
the activities of the state association there, 
much more favorable rates are in operation. 
Also, the real value.of velvet bean meal as 
a food has not yet become generally known. 
All these conditions indicate the field of 
activity open to the association and the 
character and value of the work waiting to 
be done by it. 

It is greatly to the credit of the Southern 
Bell Telephone company that, having seen 
the benefits of the association now in opera- 
tion in Alabama, it should have undertaken 
the promotion of a similar one in this state.

A WAY TO STOP IT. 


There is ony one way to abate a nuisance 
and that is to abate it. There is ony one 
way to safeguard the lives of Georgia citi- 
zens against the deadly hip-pocket pistol 
peril, and that is to put an end to the prac- 
tice of carrying pistols. 

This can be done by law, together with 
law-enforcement. 

As to the most effective form of law 
needed there may be room for difference of 
opinion; but no more sane, reasonable and 
feasible recommendation than that of Judge 
J. P. Highsmith, of the Brunswick judicial 
circuit, contained in a communication from 
him, appearing elsewhere upon this page, 
has come to the attention of The Constitu- 
tion. 

Judge Highsmith would have the legisla- 
ture strike at the fundamental mainstay of 
the “pistol-toter:” The plea of self-defense. 

In substance, he argues as follows: 

A man with a pistol in his pocket, in 
violation of the law against carrying con- 
cealed weapons without a license, might 
happen“ to meet an enemy, or might be- 
come involved in a quarrel with another 
man, draw his unlawfully-concealed weapon, 
shoot and kill. Then, haled before the 
court, the slayer can plead self-defense, 
and if he and his counsel are able and 
adroit enough to convince the jury that he 
thought the victim had intended to harm 
him the judge has no alternative under the 
law of Georgia other than to instruct that 
the homicide was justifiable—regardless of 
the fact that it was committed with a 
weapon that was carried and concealed in 
violation of the law—under the self-defense 
provision of our statutes. 

In other words, a desperado or an irre- 
sponsible moral or criminal degenerate can 
vialate a law by concealing a weapon upon 
his person—thus making himself a potential 
menace to the community—then commit a 
murder with the weapon and go scot free 
under the law of self-defense, the law say- 
ing to him, in effect: “You shall not carry 
a concealed weapon; but if you do carry 
one in violation of the law, and kill a fellow 
man with it, you may go free if you can 
convince the jury that you suspected that 
your victim intended to harm you!” 

“Is there a remedy?” asks Judge High- 
smith. “I think so,” he answers his own 
question; and this is his presentation of the 
proposed remedy he has in mind: 

Why not outlaw the right of self- 
defense to the man who kills through 
the use of a concealed pistol? In hav- 
ing upon his person a concealed pitsol 
he is in violation of law. And get, 
having drawn a concealed weapon and 
killed, he comes before the courts 
and pleads the law in order to escape 


from his act committed through an 
instrument carried in violation of law. 


Judge Highsmith suggests that this 
may very properly be legislated into the law 
of Georgia; and The Constitution commends 
his suggestion to the members of the gen- 
eral assembly now in session as a basis of 
some sorely-needed remedial legislation 
bearing upon a condition that is hazardous 
to human life in every nook and corner of 
this state.

| From Those Who ‘Tote’ Pu 
mattor Constitution: From time to time 


I have noticed your strong editorials on the 
subject of the deadly pistol. Frequently I 


* 
— 
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have felt the desire to say a word in in- 


dorsement, but have suppressed the inclina- 
tion. The editorial of this morning, which 
I have just read, coming at this vital time, 
completely overcomes my hesitan cy and 
impels me to express to you my conviction 
as to the surpassingly great service you 
would render the people of this state if 
through the power of your pen the ae ot 
representatives might be moved to afford 
them effective relief from the pistol curse. 
It is surpassing strange that urging shoul 
be.required when the evil is so 8 
patent and when the remedy needs but to 
be applied. 

As a whole, the people are conscious of 
the evils by which they are beset, but, as a 
whole, they are unable to analyze the con- 
dition, clearly see the cause, or apply the 
remedy. They realize this, and that they 
must look to trained, legal minds to do 
their analyzing, their searching out, their 
rectifying. For this reason they send up to 
their seat of government to make their 
laws for the most part the trained minds 
of their communities, and it, therefore, 
comes about that lawyers very largely dom, 
inate and control the law-making body of 
the state. The lawyers more than any one 
else see the evils growing out of the pres- 
ent pistol status in the state. Why is it 
they have not risen as one man to afford 
to the people of the state whom they repre- 
sent the remedy they so much need ? As to 
many, there is, of course, the unworthy rea- 
son of conflict of personal interest and pub- 
lic good; but the great majority of lawyers 
are loyal, devoted, patriotic and anxious to 
be of all service possible to the people 
among whom they live. Surely it must be 
that temporarily their eyes have been 
blinded and their éars deafened. All good 
people must hope that you will take upon 
yourself the task of helping them to see 
and to hear and to understand and to afford 
to our good state relief from the deadly 
pistol. 

A simple statute completely outlawing 
all sorts of arms except of-such size as 
might be carried only openly would appear 
to at once afford an altogether sufficient 
remedy; but I wish to direct your attention 
to a phase of the homicide law with which 
the concealed pistol is intimately associated 
and from which relief undoubtedly should 
be afforded in any legislation that may be 
enacted upon the pistol subject. 

On the subject of justifiable homicide 
and as applied to person our law provides 
that it shall be justifiable to kill a human 
being in self-defense, or in defene of per- 
son against one who manifestly intends or 
endeavors by violence or surprise to commit 
a felony thereon. 

It will be observed that this provision 
of the law defining the law of self-defense 
provides that it shall be justifiable to take 
human life only when the one whose life is 
taken manifestly intends or endeavors by 
violence or surprise to kill or commit a 
felony upon the person of the slayer. 


To be manifest, it must be “evident to 
the senses, especially to the sight; apparent; 
hence, apparent to the mind, plain, palpable, 
open, clear, evident, visible, conspicuous, 
plain, obvious.” 

A further provision is to the effect that 
“A bare fear of any of those offenses to pre- 
vent which the homicide is alleged to have 
been committed shall not be sufficient. It 
must appear that the circumstances were 
sufficient to excite the fears of a reasonable 
man and that he acted under the influence 
of such fears and not in a spirit of re- 
venge.” ; 

While on their face these statutes would 
appear to afford ample protection to human 
life and justify one in taking the blood of 
his fellow man only when there was some 
real reason for doing so, yet under construc- 
tion of the courts from these statutes have 
been evolved the numerous provisions we 


now have on the subject of “reasonable 
fears,” “apparent necessity,” etc, and the 
multitudinous and inviting loo 
man-slayer, the easy stages from the point 
of killing to that of acquittal and freedom, 
so many times amounting to little more 
than drawing aside the curtain and bowing 
one’s self out. It is from construction of 
these provisions that a man may draw from 
his pocket a concealed weapon, shoot down 
upon the streets his fellow man upon whose 
helpless person weapon of no kind was to 
be found, go into court in a statement be- 
fore a jury and say that his victim, al- 
though unarmed, threw his hand to his hip- 
pocket in a threatening manner, and, as Se 
thought, was about to draw a weapon with 
which to shoot, and that he shot under the 
fears of a reasonable man that his life was 
in danger. 

This statement being made, and a request 
therefor, the trial judge is bound to seri- 
ously and solemnly charge the jury that it 
is not necessary that the slayer should have 
been in actual danger or that there should 
have been any actual necessity for the kill- 
ing, but that if there was an apparent ne- 
cessity acted upon in good faith the defend- 
ant would be justifiable and should be ac- 
quitted. Likewise that they were to judge 
of the case in the light of the facts as 
they appeared to the defendant and not as 
they actually were, and on and on with 
much more to the same effect. Under our 
system of practice, the trial judge does not 
dare direct the attention of the jury to the 
facts and invite .them to consider whether 
it appeared probable that an unarmed man 
would have invited his own destruction by 
making any sort of menace when he was 
not in position to execute it. 

The vast majority of the homicide cases 
are defended, and successfully defended, not 
on the theory that the one killed in fact 
had a weapon and was manifestly endeavor- 
ing to use it, but on the theory that some 
movement of the hands was made as in at- 
tempt to draw weapons. In an occasional 
case the person killed was openly armed 
and himself endeavoring to slay and 4 9K 
vented only by the act of the person kill- 
ing. In such cases the rule of self-defense 
is rightfully and properly applied. But this 
is of rare occurrence. It is very seldom that 
the person killed is himself manifestly en- 
deavoring to kill. There would be no de- 
fense except for the easy rule of reasonable 
fears. This way ia very broad, and many 
there be that go in threat—or, more accu- 
rately, go out. 

What relation has the foregoing to the 
pistol question and why has the construc- 
tion of the, self-defense law been so appar- 
ently liberal? | 

The connection and the reason is that 
the courts must recognize the fact of con- 
cealed pistols and that there may be the 
occasion when there is in fact an effort to 
draw a concealed weapon with which to kill 
If there was no such thing as a concealed 
pistol, there would nor could be any such 
thing as justification in taking human life 
because of a claimed menace indicating an 
intention to draw a weapon with which to 
kill. The concealed ptstol, inherently evil, 
not only fmposes on us its own monstrous 
toll of dea and sorrow, but likewise is 
the occasion of the stain of easy acquittal 
in homicide cases, the pall over us toda 
of man taking human life and hardly suf- 
fering a day’s inconvenience therefrom, the 
blot upon enlightened twentieth century 
government and in a state whose funda- 
mental law declares the protection of life, 
liberty and property to be its supreme end. 

Is there a remedy? I think so. 

Under our law, the man who himself 
makes a felonious attempt and brings on 
the difficulty out of which the killing grew, 
cannot plead justification. As to him, the 
law of self-defense is outlawed. Why not 
outlaw the right of self-defense to the man 
who kills through the use of a concealed 
pistol; In having upon his person a con- 
cealed pistol he ig in violation of law. And 

et, having drawn a concealed weapon and 
Lied. he Gomes before the courts of the 
country pleads law in order to escape 
from his act committed through an instru- 
ment ed in violation of law. This might 
well have been construed into the law while 
construing was good, but it was not. I 
may very properly be 1 ted into the 
law. There are possible instances of hard- 
ships being worked for a time, but when i 
is provided by the law that the man carry-

Government to Survey 
Ports of the Southeast. 

It will be recalled that I forecasted from 
The Constitution’s Washington office sev- 
eral weeks ago a survey of southern ports 
by the harbor facilities committee of the 
United States shipping board, the purpose 
being to develop a fuller use of southern 
harbors to relieve congestion in the east. 

I am advised from Washington that this 
survey will begin at once. 

Shipment of sectional products such as 
cotton, naval stores and lumber, and even 
grain from the middle west, through the 
ports of the south, instead of through Bal- 
timore, Philadelphia, New York and Boston, 
is expected to aid this winter in preventing 
repetition of conditions which prevailed six 
months ago, delaying the movement of 
needed supplies to the allies and the Ameri- 
can forces in France. 

In beginning its work in the south, it is 
likely that the port and harbor facilities 
commission will start with one of the Geor- 
gia ports. 

The commission’s work is expected to 
result in the shipment through southern 
ports in the next twelve months of a greater 
part than ever before of the south’s annual 
output of $6,000,000,000 worth of farm prod- 
ucts. 

Georgia is considered the most important 
of the Atlantic coast cotton states. It pro- 
duces variously about 1,900,000 and 2,700,000 
bales a year. For years the practice has 
been to send much of Georgia’s cotton on 
coastwige steamers to northern ports, main- 
ly New York and Boston. From these ports 
it has been forwarded to other points, either 
to the New England manufacturing centers 
or in export to foreign countries. 

Cotton is only one instance of a variety 
of products that will be shipped direct from 
Georgia ports to Europe. It is obviously a 
much shorter route from these ports than 
it is from Boston or New York to Central 
American and South American ports, and

* * * * 


Bill to Develop 
Port at Cumberland. 


In this connection I know that several 
members of the house of representatives are 
now collaborating on a bill, which will be

That bill also calls upon the government 
and offers co-operation in the building of 
the Atlantic-Gulf barge canal from the St. 
Mary's to the St. Mark’s. 

It will be recalled that a conference of 
more than ordinary magnitude was held in 
St. Mary’s recently, upon call of Governor 
Dorsey, and that an association was formed 
at the time to confer with governmental au- 
thorities, and to take immediate steps to- 


ward the construction of this canal and the 


development of this Cumberland port. 

The executive committee of this Missis- 
sippi, Gulf and Atlantic Canal association 
will meet in Atlanta tomorrow for the pur- 
pose of putting the machinery immediately 
into motion. 

The governor will deliver a special mes- 
sage on the work of the State Council of 
Defense within the next few days, with rec- 
ommendations that the work begun at the 
St. Mary’s convention be vigorously pushed. 

And so it will be. 

In the meantime the bill that is in course 
of preparation will incorporate the gov- 
ernor’s views in every phase of this inter- 
esting and important project; as it ig being 
prepared after a comprehensive knowledge 
of his position as to how Georgia should 
aid in this great development.

It Would Also Appropriate 
$150,000 for Council Defense. 


The proposed bill I refer to will carry a 
sweeping provision as to the functions of 
the State Council of Defense.

“Georgia State Council of Defense and Pre- 
paredness.” It will authorize and direct the

If the baking is not 
thorough some of the yeast remains alive in 
the bread and fermentations continues slowly,

In using the various wheat flour substi- 
tutes now required there is difficulty in 
obtaining a light bread, owing principally to 
the lack of gluten in the substitutes, Gluten 
is the nitrogenous substance which makes 
white flour dough sticky. It serves to re- 
tain the carbon dioxide gas in the dough or 
sponge and thus to make the bread light 

Fifty-fifty is the regulation in buying 
flour and substitutes. Let fifty-fifty be 
the ratio in using them Let half white 
flour and half substitutes of one or several 
kinds go into the daily bread. 

Potato meal or potato water is useful in 
making all white bread, to retain moisture 
in the bread. For war bread it is generally 
a superflouous addition. Sugar hastens the 
beginning of yeast fermentation; in war 
bread it is equally superfluous, since substi- 
tutes are rich enough in starch. The pri- 
mary mixing should be fermented an hour 
or two longer than customary in the old 
anemic bread days. And the dough must 
then have a thorough second kneading to 
spread the newly grown yeast well through 
the mixture and insure lightness. A little 
soda added to the dough tends to neutralize 
any sourness due to prolonged fermentation. 
A little white of egg thoroughly mixed in 


before the first kneading makes an excel- 
lent substitute for the deficiency of gluten, 
lightens the bread and brings bac the 
joy of homecoming to the gudeman. War 
bread must be baked to the limit if souring 
is to be prevented. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Simple Goitre. 


Is iodine good for a goitre which occurs 
in a girl of fifteen and seems to have no 
influence on her health? If so, what form 
of iodine should be used? Is the colorless 
or white iodine good? Is exercising of the 
neck good for such a goitre? (R.) 

ANSWER— es, preferably iodine in its 
natural state, as present in sea foods and 
in the drinking water in some communities. 
Adding minute quantities of iodine to the 
drinking water in communities in the Great 
Lakes basin, where simple goitre is exceed- 
ingly prevalent among school children, has 
appeared to prevent goitre and to cure many 
cases. This is not a measure to be attempt- 
ed without the supervision of your physi- 
cian. So-called colorless iodine is not iodine 
at all. I do not see why neck exercise should 
influence goitre more or less than general 
exercise.

Consideration Tuesday of the Wright 
bill for taxing money, notes, bonds 
and mortgages of non-residents by the 
Ways end means committee of the 
house came to a sudden close, after 
three hours of discussion, when Mr. 
Swift, of Muscogee, proposed a substi- 
tute bill to be introduced at once in 
the house. 

The committee room was crowded to 
overflowing and unusual interest was 
shown not only among members of the 


committee, but among a considerable 


number of business men. 

Mr. Wright, of Floyd, stated that the 
bill was only an effort on his part to 
err out suggestions made in the gov- 
ernor’s message to the state legisla- 
ture. He declared that money was go- 
img out of the state and coming back 
for loatis and that just taxes were be- 
ing evaded. He said he expected trou- 
ble in passage of the bill from men of 
the state who are making loans, as 
they would have to pay taxes on loans, 

Tax Evasion Alles ee. 

Mr. Wright declared that there was 
too mach evasion of tax in Georgia; 
that, for instance, there are on the tax 
digest for merchandise, a total of $41,- 
000,000, really valued at $426,000,000. 
He said he thought it was time for 
the state legislature to do something. 
The main objection, he said, he had 
heard was that the measure would 
drive foreign capital out of the state. 
He declared there were enough depos- 
its in the banks of Georgia to take up 
every loan in the state. 

B. . Miller, a real estate man and 
loan correspondent of Columbus, a for- 
mer member of the legislature, appeared 
before the committee in opposition to 
the passage of the bill. He declared 
that sixteen states had tried a similar 
bill and repealed it, the state of Kan- 
sas among the number. Kansas specifi- 
cally exempted all mortgages from tax- 
ation and had prospered as no other 
state had. He stated that there is in 
force $140,000,000 in loans within the 
state at this time, $100,000,000 in towns 
and cities and $40,000,000 in farm lands. 
He said that if this bill were passed 
it would immediately recall all loans 
and that it would be utterly impossible 
for the state banks to handle the sit- 
uation. If an ad valorem tax were im- 
posed the income to outside capital 
could not expect a greater return from 
their money than 3 per cent, he said. 

Would Increase Tax Amounts. 

Mr. Miller said that he thought the 
equalization boards could increase the 
amount of taxes raised, and that loan 
agents approved some form of taxa- 
tion, such as now exists in Alabama 
and New York. He stated that there are 


5,000 farmers in Georgia today each of 
whom are mortgaged for loans up to 
$10,000 and above. He stated that in 
Alabama a privilege tax is levied and 
brings an annual return to the state 
treasury of $800,000. He plead with the 
members of the committee not to rec- 
ommend.a measure that would hinder 
the progress of the state for 25 years, 
and. predicted immediate repeal if 
passed. 


While Mr. Wright was in the midst. 


of his final plea for his bill, Mr. Swift, 
of Muscogee, interrupted and proposed 
a substitute for immediate passage in 
the house. 
Wright agreed to allow his bill to lie 
on the table until Mr. Swift could get 
his measure before the house. 

The section of the constitution under 
which the new bill will be created fol- 
lows: “The general assembly may 


also impose a registration tax with- 


out regard to uniformity, and not ad 
valorem upon all recorded instruments

WORK-OR-FIGHT BILL 
DEBATED IN THE HOUSE 


Measure Unconstitutional and 
Tends Toward Slavery, Says 
Representative Hall. 


When the calendar of the house was 
taken up Tuesday the work-or-fight 
bill occasioned the livest discussion of 
three measures taken up for considera- 
tion, the street car strike adding in- 
terest to this measure. The bill of Mr. 
Ayers, of Jackson, providing for elec- 
tion of superior court judges and s0- 
licitors general by election of individ- 
ual circuits, was tabled; Mr. Culpep- 
per’s bill, asking the abolishment of 
the office of tax receiver, met with op- 
position and was finally lost, while the 
senate work-or-fight bill, after a long 
discussion, was carried over as unfin- 
ished business for Wednesday. 

When the Ayers bill came up, the re- 
quirement of 126 votes necessary for 
Passage in the case of constitutional 
amendment prevented the passage of 
the bill, which was tabled, before the 
count was announced. 

Mr. Burwell, of Hancock, gave notice 
that a bill to create the county of Cook 
would come before the house at the 
proper time. 

The work-or-fight bill, which has al- 
ready passed the senate, and has been 
amended to apply to women as well as 
men, provoked the most heated discus- 
sion of the day. Mr. Hall, of Bibb, de- 
clared that the bill was unconstitu- 
tional and that its tendency was to- 
ward slavery. Mr. Arnold, of Clay, 
stated that he would add an amend- 
ment making the bill apply to persons 
out of work on account of disputes 
with their employers. The bill was 
carried over as unfinished business for 
Wednesday.

The Tuesday morning-session of the 
senate was featured by the introduc- 
tion of a bill by Senator H. H. Elders, 
of the Second district, to create a state 
warehouse commission and to estab- 
lish throughout the state cotton ware- 
‘houses under state control The bill 
was read for the first time, and as 18 
customary, no action was taken on it. 

The bill has been recommended by 
the Farmers’ union and J. J. Brown, 
commissioner of agriculture. It calls 
for the creation of a state warehouse 
commission to be appointed by the goy- 
ernor, the establishment of one or 
more such warehouses in each county, 
and makes provisions for an official 
weigher and graderof cotton, receipts 
on such cotton to enable the holder to 
borrow money on same, sale of cotton 
direct to the spinners, and a protection 
to the growers of cotton similar to 
that given under South Carolina law. 
This plan has been in operation in 
South Carolina for the past four years 
and has met with great success. 

. Wilson County Urged. 

Another new bill by Senator Beck 
urges the creation of a new county 
out of the territory now comprising 
part of Gordon, Bartow, Cherokee and 
Pickens counties. The new county 
would be named Wilson in honor of 
the president, and its county seat 
would be the city of Fairmont. It 
would be in the Seventh congressional 
district, the Forty-third senatorial dis- 
trict, and the Cherokee judicial circuit. 
The bill provides for a referendum to 
the voters. 

Senator Townsend's bill to eliminate 


fictitious pleadings prevalent in com- 
mon law proceedings, was passed 14 
the senate. The bill simplifies the ol 

system used in ejectment suits where 
“John Doe” a Doe” are 
used as parties instead of the real 
individuals involved. 

Senator Hopkins introduced a bill 
which would strengthen the prohibi- 
tion laws of the state by providing fees 
for solicitor of the court in cases when 
the conveyances transporting the intox- 
icants into the state were seized. This 
law, according to the bill, would make 
the attorneys more zealous in the per- 
formance of their duties. 

Denny’s Bill Defeated. 


A warm fight came up over Senator 
Denny’s bill prowiding for the collec- 
tion of attorney’s fees in deeds or mort- 
Sages to secure debdts containing a 
power of sale, where the debtor exer- 
cises his right to foreclose. As a con- 
sequence the bill did not secure the 
required constitutional majority and 
was defeated. Senator Heath stoutly 
opposed it on the grounds that it would 
oppress the poor man and aid the 
moneyed interests of the state un- 
justly.

PROUD OF SAMMI 


IS GEORGIA CAPTAIN 


ville, Writes Our Boys Bear 
Wounds Bravely. 


Thomasville, Ga., July 16.—(Special.) 
Dr. Charles Watt, of this city. who 
ranks as captain in the Medical Re- 
serve corps and is stationed at a large 
base hospital “somewhere in France,” 
writes very enthusiasically of the men 
of the American army over there. 

Captain Watt has been in France 
since last summer and was for some 
months in the hospitals on the British 
front, so has seen much of the men in 
the other armies there. In a letter to 
his family here he says, in speaking 
of the wounded men who were brought 


into the hospital: 


“It would make you proud to see 
these boys who have been brought here. 
Physically they are perfect specimens 
of humanity and one of them could do 
up any Boche, I feel sure. They all say 
the Boche won't fight singly, he'll 
‘kamarad’ first. I wouldn't blame him 
a bit if all our men are like these, 
and most of them are, at least all I have 
seen, and that is quite a lot. Their 


Spirits are wonderful—nothing 
Every man’s greatest desire is to get 
back as quickly as possible to the 
front and get even with Fritz, and 
we are doing our best to give each that 
opportunity as soon as possible. 
“When I was on the British front I 
admired the Tommies tremendously for 
their pluck and endurance as they came 
in terribly wounded, but they have 
nothing on our. boys, for while the 
wounds of the Tommies were fresh and 
free from infection, the painful factor, 
those of our boys who reach here have 
wounds anywhere from 48 hours to 
eight days old and yet they bear them 
with equal pluck and without a mur- 


ur. 
‘Most of the wounds are well cared 
for at the front, of course, as Uncle 
Sam is doing his part in giving the 
best possible care to our wounded men 
and we all have the finest surgical and 
medical devices that can be had. 

“I think the Hun will soon change 

his ideas about United States soldiers 
being second rate. Those we have here 
now are the equal of any who have been 
here since the beginning of the war. 
We have a sergeant in here who single- 
handed killed four Germans and was 
unharmed himself. He was surprised 
by the Germans and for the moment 
was crazy. He succeeded in clubbing 
one man with his own gun, after which 
he bayonetted another and shot the 
other two. The story was told us by 
his lieutenant, who saw it all, and not 
by the sergeant himself. He certainly 
is a husky. He is here for a slight 
— which he received in the strug- 
g e.“ 
Captaln Watt has high praise for the 
nurses in the hospitals and the won- 
derful work done by them, which he 
thinks more deserving of praise than 
that of the surgeons,

Tired of Waiting on Govern- 


announcement was made Tuesday by 


1,600 NEGRO SELECTMEN 
OPEN CAMP JULY DRWE 


Colored Men Report for Five 
Days, Then Come the 
Whites. 


With the arrival of approximately 
1.600 negro selectmen from all sections 
of Georgia at Camp Gordon Tuesday, 
the first gun in the opening of the July 
offensive of drafted men was opened 
here, and from now to the end of this 
month the camp will see busy times. 

During the next four days Georgia 
colored selectmen will continue to pour 
into the camp, and on Monday the 
white men will begin reporting in force 
with the white offensive slated to reach 
its high-water mark by Tuesday. 

Very few arrivals are scheduled to 
come to the camp receiving station on 
Sunday, and officials at Gordon are 
counting on a comparatively quiet time 
on that day. 

During next week, however, there 
will be little rest, for approximately 
15,000 whites from Georgia, Tennessee 
and Iowa will pour into the camp and 
put in their bids for instant entrance 
to the national army. 


ATLANTAN IN FRANCE 
DESCRIBES AIR RAID 


Charles Kimball, Clerk of Gen. 
Burnham, Draws Vivid 
Picture of Attack. 


One of the most vivid war pictures of 
an enemy air raid with the observer 
crouched defenseless in the midst of 
bursting bombs and with suffocating 
women and children lying dead and dy- 
ing at his feet, is painted in a letter 
from Charles M. Kimball, of Atlanta. 
He is a son of Charles M. Kimball, 
| well-known Atlanta citizen, who is 
now a clerk in the office 
of General William P. Burnham, com- 
mander of the Eighty-second division, 
now holding its own sector at the front. 

In addition to this son, Mr. Kimball 
‘has three others, all in service. The 
Atlanta man is proud of the fact that 
every one of his sons is wearing the 
khaki and is a volunteer with Uncle 
Sam. 

The air raid behind the front, of 
which the Eighty-second division sol- 
dier speaks in his letter to his father, 
occurred at midnight of May 27, at 


{which time the Atlanta doy's birthday 
dawned, while he was sleeping in a 
Park in one of the villages behind the 
firing lines. 

| “I was awakened dy the bursting of 
} Shrapnel from a dozen anti-¢ircraft guns,“ 
writes Charles Kimball, “not more than 
300 yards away, and in a few seconds 
came the first thundering report og the 
air bombs. 

“I crouched defenseless at the foot of a 
tree after running from my dog tent and 
was wearing my steel helmet and gas 
The air bombs dug four holes so close 
to me that I could throw rocks from where 
I was standing and hit in one each time. 
| “The raid lasted about two hours, and 
‘when the ‘all clear’ was sounded I was 
satisfied that if there is a hell on earth 
it is to be near the objective of air raiders 
and with the hummng of mortars, the 
awful flaring of seachlights, the bursting 
of shrapnel, the boom of the anti-aircraft 
guns, the rattle of machine guns and the 
bursting of the air bombs, all round you, 
and in fact covering you with dirt and with 
pieces of shrapnel tearing the bark from 
the tree to which you are clinging. 

“As I crouched beside that tree and 
looked at the women and children lying 
flat upon their faces unable even to speak, 
I wondered how long such torture is going 
to last. Surely not very long, for right 
and justice being upon our side, we cannot 
‘help but win.“
